Report From Halifax. 
Says Dead Will Be 
Near Two Thousand 


Halifax, Dec. 7.—Estimates of the 
number of dead and injured as a re- 
sult of the terrific explosion that fol- 
lowed the collision between the mu- 
nition ship Mont Blanc and the 
steamer Imo continued to grow to- 
day. 

As additional badies were being re- 
covered from the debris of hundreds 
of wrecked houses and reports of 
missing continued to pour in chief of 
police Hanrahan estimated the num- 
ber missing and unaccounted for as 
high as two thousand. 

Thousands are homeless and 
churches, theatres and schools are 
being used as temporary hospitals 
and morgues. 

Some progress is being made in re- 
lief work but estimates of the dead 
are as yet based solely upon frag- 
mentary reports. 

‘These estimates run from, more 
than five hundred to the two thou- 
sand the police chief estimates as 
dead or missing. Many of the lat- 
ter it is realized may later be found 
when complete order is restored. .
